ROCHEBTER, April 20.— The coal 
iiiiiie:3' strike in the mines of Bi'U, 
Lewis it Yates lias Bpretul to the other 
mines of the company, and also to those 
owned by the Rocbester and Pittsbnr^ 
Coal And Iron ooinpujr. The striko 
momiM to be one of the grMtMt that 
has ocoarred in many yeun east of the 
Miniasippi river. 

The men employed in tlie Bii< Soldier 
mine at RoynolitHvillr. Pa., owno<l hy 
Bell, L«wis & Yates, numbeiing alx)Ut 
1,500, walked out at noon yesterday, and 
•t the (uun* boor tboM wnployed in the 
Adrisa, tad Waltton mines, owned by 

ttas Rochester and Pittsburg,' c()iii]>!my, 
quit work. The men at the Elnora. 
I5eit< li Tree and Helvetia mines contin- 
ued at work, but ut 6 o'clock lust night 
announced their intention of not return- 
ing. This puts at least 1,000 out of 
work as a lorertmner of the bigatrike. 
which goes into etfect Saturday noon, 
when it ia istimated that folly 800,000 
men will quit work. 

Itl* claimed that when the 200,000 
BMB jp> oat doable tbat number will ) e 
•fbowd in aModated industries. The 
orftniiation controls all the labor en- 
fsied in Utominoas coal mining in the 
United State* and covers the states of 
Peunsylvaiiia, West Virginia, Kentucky, 
TennsiseejOhio, Indiana. Illinois, Iowa, 
Miasoori, Kansas and Colorado. 

At the convention of the miners a 
resolution was adopted in which they 
stated that they .regretted the ciroum- 
Btanoes which led to a sospenslon being 
necessary, hot they were ready to meet 
with the owners and operators of the 
mines of each competing district for the 
pui-pose of adjustmg mining rates upon 
a living basis and entering into annual 
agreements, which will give stability to 
their trade and assure peace and tran- 
quility between employers and employes 
m all mining communities. 

The strike will eepecia'lv affect the 
Buffalo, Roohenter ana Pittsfmrg, whose 
principal business is the running of coal 
trains. This company handles over 500 
cata a dav at the mines. This coal is 
transx)orte<l by rail to the connecting 
lines, and is used i)rincii)allyfor railroad 
locomotives. The company deUversto 
the New York Central daily about eight 
to 10 tralOB, which are sent to the Tari- 
oas yaidi along the road, and for the 
past week the railroad has been laying 
in on extra large supplv in anticipation 
of the trouble. All ox the trestles are 
filled, and thfre are hundreds of loaded 
cars in all of the yards. Their coal sup- 
ply for the Lyons trestlo comes over the 
Fall liixKjk. which will be tied up. 

Tlie Uu'ialo. Rochester and Pittsburg 
and Western New York and Pennsyl- 
vania will bo practically tied up by next 
Ml nday night, as at that time all of the 
Central trains will have been moved to 
the connecting luads, and there will be 
nothing for the crews to do; so they 
will be laid off. On the Buffalo, 
Rochester and Pittsburg 2« freight 
ciews will be out of work and an e jual 
number of eni,'iu<'er.s. All the business 
that will Im d^nu will b» the raoviui,' of 
a few local freights and the two salt 
tmins which are daily sent oot from 
Warsaw. 

Eastern roads report to the various 
coal companies that tln-y have sntilc icnt 
coal on hand to prolonir the strikt; for 
from tlO to 90 days. It is thought that 
in that timw the miners oan be forced to 

come to terms. 

INAUGURATED IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

TbonMwIa Have Alteadjr QoM Work ami 
More to Follow* 
Dubois, Pa., April 20.— The strike to 

be inauRuratod yatnrday will lie general 
and complete in the mines of thisreKioii, 
and the outlook is worse than glooiuy. 
The Punxsutawuey miners came out eu- 
masse, and witlim 24 boors the wbolo 
region will be idle. 

The men who have alremlv struck at 
Reynoldsville, Dubois and Punxsutuw- 
ney are 2,500 strong, and there are thou- 
sands yet to come out. The miners at 
Reynoldsville, employed by the Bell, 
Lewis & Yates company, came out yes- 
terday and will sUnd with the rest of 
the organised miners when the big 
strike is inangarate d.

There will be no 
Frick men, McClore men nor Rainey 
men. They wiU aU be strikers." 

The matter has been worked up quietly 
and the partial failure of the InciU strike 
is the resolt of the general strike being 
dsdared.

Laicr 
the rain ceased and Browne and Co.'iey, 
on horseback, headed a procei:SU)n of the 
army through the princijial streets, re- 
turning in about an hour to sup])er of 
boiled pork and hard tack, after widi h 
there was a large public meeting ad- 
dressed by the two leaders. 

Coxey talked on hi.'s non-interest bear- 
ing bond bill and held the attention of 
the crowd. The only thing a'uout the 
army that s emed to shock the towns- 
people, was the array of repulsive re- 
ligious caricatures on the banners. 

Coxey was busy all day making ar- 
rangements to secure the fair grounds at 
Haserstown for the next camp. He 
and Browne also had a great many 
visitors, the most of them curiosity 
setkers, but one party of women from 
Mortinsbarg came to them to deliver an 
address of welcome and encourage- 
ment, one of them pinning a bunch of 
howers on Coxey's coat and begging him 
to a'usept the gold pin with wmobit 
was lastened, as a mark of admiration 
from the party. 

Coxey will accompany the army to 
Hagerstown and then leave to attend a 
horse sale in New York, at which ho 
will dispose of some of the stock of his 
Dixiaua farm at Lexington. He will re- 
loin the army on Toesday, when, ac- 
cording to Bohednle, the men shoold 
have reached Damoscos. 

The army is on time to the day so far 
and with omp'e time before them in 
which to cover the remaining 70 miles 
by pike to Washington. Childs, Hmith 
and the veiled lady plqred another tnck 
on tihe commonweal at Ha^^erstown, 
speaking twice without molestation from 
the aothorities and leaving Coxey and 
Browne in a rag* at the other end of six 
miles of telephone wire when they found 
tlu^ coold not stop them. 

The army spent an nncomfortable 
night in a wet camp, hot promised itself 
a tine daj on the pike when the start is 
made at 11 o'cl ock. 

KELL Y CO MING. 

Hie ladMtrlnl Aruijr Bnaks CMngt aad 

Starts Kast on Ffmt. 
Omaha, April 20. — Kelly's army of 
Industrials, wet, bedraggled with mud 
and chilled to the bone, broke camp yes- 
terday and started from the Council 
Bloffs Chantaoaoa groonds east on toot. 
During the night Uie ranks hod been 
iwelled by the arrlTal from Nevada of a 
company ol liO men vnder Captain M. 
Uorman, and in the morning further ac- 
quisitions were received, when Captahi 
Morgan with his two companies of oom- 
manwealers, 110 strong, reached camp 
from the west by way of the Union Pa- 
cific. 

The objective point of the march is 
Weston, 16 miles from Coondl Bluffs, 
on the Rook Island and Milwaukee 
roads. It ii believed that a train will be 
secured at 'Weston to carry the army 
east, and that the Chicago, Milwankee 
and St. Paul will be the line over which 
the industrials will be carried into Chi- 
cago. General Kelly will not talk mocb 
of his plans, as he says he has been 
tricked so often by the railroads that he 
proposes to keep quiet until be has made 
a success of his move. 

The Iowa militia was ordered bom o 
and all companies have gone. Kelly 
says that if he does not secure a train he 
will march his army back to Council 
Bluffs. 

Cieneral Manager St. John of the Rock 
Island arrived in the city last night, and 
after learning the oonaitiouol Kelly's 
men, advised President Cable by tele- 
graph to furnish a train to take the men 
to Chicago. President Cable replied that 
he would iftt decide whether to furnish 
a train. Be expresses warm sympathy 
for the int n and recognizes the fact that 
if violence is done, railroad property 
will be the first to suffer. 

Frjre's Army. 

Cabby, Us., April 20.— Oeneral Frsre's 
indostrlal army, numbering 188 msii> 
came in this dty yesterday evening. 
The advance agent came in doring the 
morning and secured money and pro- 
visions. They are in camp within the 
citv limits, and all seemingly ,are in the 
best of spirits. General Frye has gone 
to Terre Haute with the Intention of 
securing tiansiiortation for his men 
from that point, where thsy will camp 
over Sunday. 

Denver's IndtutrlnU. 
Briquton. Colo., April 20.— The

Ci.l.t mhia, S. v.. April 20. Tlie Till- 
man dispensaiy law has bein di clantd 
unc institut.on il. two -upreme court 
judges concurring in, and one dissenting 
from, the opinion. 

In the decision Chief Justice Mclver 
and Judge McGowan decided the law 
unconstitotional in practically all fta- 
tures. Judge Pope dissented. The ma- 
jority of the court decided the measure 
one tj raise revenue, and not a police 
regulation. The court took up the en- 
tire (iuestion, and declared both the old 
and new law in its main feature to be 
against the principles of Oarolina's gov- 
ernment. The opinions of Jodga Hod- 
son were both aairmed. 

The state has already announced its 
determinatiou to appeal to the United 
States coort. A Tillmanite member of 
the court will go on the bench in July, 
and the matter may be kept pending un- 
til that time. 

In answer to a rather pressing request 
for a statement. Governor Tillman s..id: 

"I have not read the decision and do 
not known its scope yet. I have tried 
to enforce it beoanae it was the law. 
The action of the coort makes it in- 
cumbent npon me to take such steps as 
may, in my judgment, will protect the 
state. The matter is not finished. I 
will obey the coort for tiie present and 
appeal to the snpreme court— the peo- 
ple." 

John Garry Evans, a candidate for 

governor, and Governor Tillman's right 
and man. declared that the decisK n 
was a political one and it is believed 
that tho Tillman administration will 
meet tho result on this line.

Rudesal was indicted for killing 
^lieliael ii(jien on the (ith of December 
last. lie an engineer on tiie Mt)non 
railway, aud lloren was a Irakemun on 
the same line. The quarrel occ urred in 
John Fitzgerald's barroom. Both had 
been drinking more or less. Rudesal 
was hrHt ussaulteil by Horen and a man 
named (^uivey, but did not strike back. 
This was followed by another assault 
as he was leaving the room, being hit in 
face, and there was a threat to kill 
him. 

Believing that his life was endan- 
gered, Rudesal used his revolver, firing 
one .shot and hastening home. He did 
not know tor some time that he had 
killed Horen. While Rudesal was a 
witness in his own behalf he testified 
that Sheriff Uaddis had commissioned 
him a depnty sheriff shortly after the 
opera house riot, at the time Rudoli)h'8 
meeting wa.s broken up, and at a time 
when the A. P. A.'s were heading night 
sessions. 

Prior to that time he had never car- 
ried a weapon, and he only did so after- 
ward because he had been warned that 
his well known sympathy with the 
American Protective association would 
subject him to attack. He had been no- 
tified of threats made against hira by 
Horen, and on one or two occasions 
Horen had followed him, bent upon 
picking a quarrel.

Tke OplBlra of the House Commlttse «■ 

Naval Aftalrs. 

WAOmrOTON, April 30.— The present 
and proapectiTe naval strength of the 
United States in comparison wich that 
of foreign powers is set forth in the re- 
port of the hoose committee on naval af- 
fairs, presented by Chairman Gummings. 
The report states that the committee 
have reluctantly concluded not to rec- 
ommend the construction of a new bat- 
tleship, becautiu of the depleted condition 
of the treasury. It is urged, however, 
that there must be no battui hoUdinf up 
the new navy. 

England nrop ises, says the roiwrt, to 
begin seviii biiltlc;sihips ui the first clu,ss, 
hi.x cruisers of the .second class and two 
Hloops. Italy, with a depleted treasury, 
is preparing to build three first class bat- 
tleships, throe cruisierH, I- toriHjdo boats 
and four tranHi«irt.s. flerinany, France 
and Russia are going to even greater 
lengths to heciire tlie increa.se of their 
navies. The report adds: "In view of 
these facts, it certainly would not be 
safe for the United States to build no more 
battleships and cruisers. With increits- 
ing proHjierity the work should tfo on 
until the American navy is raong 
enough to stand all exigencies.''
